1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance is that the art of record does not anticipate or render obvious the 
claimed composite material having the claimed first and second spin-spin relaxation 
times. It is further noted that while rejoinder has been requested in the election without 
traverse filed, currently no method claims are pending which are of the same scope as 
the allowed product claims and therefore the method claims will not be rejoined. Also, it 
is noted that the terminal disclaimer filed 7/31/07 includes a typographical error and 
identifies application no 11/183,753 as 11/183,953. However, since the instant 
application is the earlier filed application and since application 11/183,753 is still 
pending the provisional obviousness type double patenting rejection is withdrawn. It is 
also noted that the claims of 1 1/183,753 do not recite the claimed first and second spin 
spin relaxation times. It is also noted that related application 1 1/134,292 now U.S. 
Patent No. 7438970 does claim first and second spin-spin relaxation times as claimed 
in the instant application, but it specifically defines thermoplastic resin at paragraph 
0031 of the specification of 1 1/134,292 as excluding thermoplastic elastomers and thus 
there is no basis for an obviousness-type double patenting rejection over the claims of 
U.S. Patent No. 7438970.
